Claims 4 and 6 

The subject matters of claims 4 and 6 do not appear to be novel in view of document I cited 
in the ISR. The welding rod for coat arc welding described in claim 1 is disclosed in claim 2 and 
Table 4 of document 1 . 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 7 

The subject matters of claims 1-3, 5 and 7 appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-8 cited in the ISR. Documents 1-8 do not describe the Ni base high Cr alloy filler 
material containing 0.5 wt% of Nb and 0.005 to 3.0 wt% of Ta, wherein the content of Al is 0.01 to 
0.4 wt# and the content of Ti is 0.01 to 0.45 wt%, and this aspect could not be easily conceived by a 
person skilled in the art. 
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
